/however, and when he was ordered 
held without bond, she broke into 
tears and cried: ‘He didn’t do it 
—he didn’t do it.” , 
Testimony as to Threat. 

McCormick’s widow had testified 
at the opening of the inquest 
|_Wednesday that she heard Weber 
‘make a threat against her husband 
‘in a house at 3921 Olive street an 
j heme before the murder. She 
'yuoted Weber as saying: “He 
| (McCormick) did me a dirty trick 
‘and I'm going to get me a couple 
of rods and blow up his dump.” 

Fischeil’s 20-year-old wife, Amy, 
testified yesterday that she. Fisch- 
el, Mrs. McCormick, a man known 
as “Ollie” and several other per- 
sons, including chorus girls from 
‘the Liberty Music Hall, attended 
a home brew party Monday night 
at the home of Arthur Pollard, at 
3921 Olive street. Every one was 
drinking and “feeling happy.” She 
did not hear any threat made vy 
“Ollie.” 

About 1:30 a m. her husband 
asked her to go home with him, 
but she declined in order to stay 
with Mrs. McCormick, whereupon 
Fischel said, “I'll have Ollie tak 
me home,” and left with him. Half 
an hour later Mrs. Fischel and 
Mrs. McCormick left and walked 
to Grand and Olive, where they | 
heard of the shooting of McCor- | 
mick. 

One of Defendants Arrested. 

Fischel and Ruhiman could not! 
be found after the shooting, but | 
Fischel was arrested Wednesday | 
whn he returned from Zeigler, IL. 
where he had driven Tuesday with | 
his wife, a former resident of'| 
Zeigier. He told police that a man |. 
had telephoned him Tuesday | 
morning and advised him to leave 
town, as he might be “picked up” 
for the murder. Fischel’s’ wife, 
questioned about this, admitted re- | 
ceiving a telephone call, but as- 
serted it was about another ma<- 
\ ter.

In an era of greatly increased prices for commodi- 
ties, railroads and other public utilities naturally 
welcome a principle which permits their property, 
bought in many cases for low prices, to be valued at | 
that scale. 

Justice Brandeis, in an opinion in which Justice. 
Holmes concurred, disagreed with the replacement 
theory of valuation. Said he: | 


~ The thing devoted by the investor to the public 
| is not specific property, tangible and intangibie, 
but capital embarked in the enterprise. Upon the 
capital so invested the Federal Constitution guar- 
antees to the utility the opportunity to earn a 
fair return. 


Justice Brandeis added that the earnings due a 
utility include not only the operating expenses, but 
also capital charges, and that “capital charges cover 
the allowance, by way of interest, for the use of the 
capital.” wi | 

Of course, in the valuation of a great public utility, | 
no one element of estimation will ever supersede all | 
others. As Justice Butler held ig the Brooks-Scanlon | 
ease: 

This court has held in nfany cases that replace 
ment cost is to be considered in the ascertain- 
ment of value, but that it is not necessarily the 
sole measure of or guide to value.

Now that Senator Borah is challenging 
the referendum, it is interesting to recall 
that Charlies Nagel of St. Louis challenged 
as long ago as 1311 the direct primary. He 
said at the Brown University commence; 
ment: 

A direct primary applied to the elec- 

tion of Senators has an undoubted ad- 
vantage, chiefly because it would re-- 
lieve the Legislature from the embar- 
rassment and burden of making the se- 
lection, and would leave it free ro de- 
vote itself to the more immediate pur-~ 
poses of State legisiation, always assum- 
ing that this function is not to be ren- 
dered obsolete by the adoption of the 
initiative and referendum. But, if it 
is claimed that a direct primary for 
any office will give a more intelligent 
and expreason of popular will, 
I very ch fear that those who prom- 
we such a result are doomed to dis-¢ 
appointment. In my jedgment the pro- 
vision is apt to destroy the advantage 
ef publicity and of responsibility. In- 
stead of furthering the immediate ex- 
pression of popular will, it is, in my 
judgment, eaiculated to enlarge the 
opportunity of the political manager, 
and to release him from that responsi- 
bility which so far has attended his 
activity. 

The moment applauds the fool, but time 
bears out the wise man. As an indication 
of how clearly he foresaw what would hap- 
pen. Mr. Nagei also said in the same ad- 
dress: : 

“The direct primary presents a further 
ebstacie to party unity. The office no 
longer seeks the man who typifies an 
accepted program; the man must seek 
the office. Anyone may file; the more 
‘vague his optrions, the greater the pos- 
sibie cirecte of woters from which he may 
draw. Each candidate consults the local 
isterests or preferences of his district. 
Expediermcy tecentes the order of the 
day. Beyond the accustomed political 
phrases. bis platform has no enswer 
for the pressing econemic problems, 
both national and international.

HOSE who are sup- 
posed to be experts 
on such matters say 
that Cecile Sorel is 
the world's first and 
foremost Coquette. 
She well may be. 
First, she is French, 
which gives her a 
congenital advan- 
tage.

Now, it is recorded in the unwritten an- 
nals of gossip that La Sorel has had plenty 
of admirers, and these, gentlemen of no 
mean position. One was the late Feilix 
Faure, sometime President of France. An- 
other, by the same verbal authority, was 
the Earl of Roseberry, once Prime Minister 
of England. Marshal Foch once forgot mil- 
itary tactics long enough to declare she was 
the most beautiful woman in the world, and 
Clemenceau described her as “the superb 
embodiment of will power, energy and force.” 

The foregoing is enough to demonstrate 
that the lady in question is a woman of some 
importance. There have been undoubtedly 
a good many hundreds of others who have 
cast appraising glances at Sorel across th 
footlights of the Comedie Francaise. They 
may never have got beyond that, and as they 
left the theater of an evening and neglected 
to help their wives down the curb, those 
wives probably didn’t know quite what was 
on their husbands’ minds that made them so 
negligent, but it was Sorel.

A DEAD HERO. 


(Editorial appearing in the Post-Dispatch last Moy 10.) 


Unknown to fame, Hugh Hunter lay town in his farmhouse near 
Fergus Falls, Minn., and died at the mellow age of 79. Hunter became 
blind in 1877. For 49 years he has operated a farm, doing all the heavy 
drudgery that implies. With the eyes of his wife and children to guide 
his hands, he has plowed, hoed, felled trees, grubbed stumps. He could 
not witness the perennial miracle of bursting buds and the growth of all 
living things. He knew only the odors of the warm soil and the touch 
of the land. Yet in the darkness in which he moved so bravely must 
have been conjured up many happy images. He needed them to endure 
a life made up of daily heroism. Hunter's story is a noble, sweeping 
saga within the limits of those small acres which so intimately belonged 
to him.

Mrs. Hunter, after putting the children to 
bed, was sitting at the window, when the 
barn sprang into fiame. She ran screaming 
from the house and her husband heard her 
and knew that something terrible was hap- 
pening, but he did not know what. He hur- 
ried homeward as fast as he could, stum- 
bling, falling, struggling to his feet, stag- 
gering on. 

When he came near he knew that some. 
thing was burning and supposed it was the 
house, and it might well be that the chil- 
dren had not been rescued. He came gat 
last lurching and gasping into the flame-lit 
area and his wife ran to him and told him 
the children were safe. But the barn and 
the other outbuildings and al! the hay and 
grain were destroyed.

Before Being 
Deported From St. Louis to 
Australia, Recently, He Told 
the Moving History of His 
Life to a Post-Dispatch 
Reporter. 


ROM Newcastle. 
New South Wales. 
Dennis White salled 
eome 20 years ago 
to seek his fortune. 
Jockey and jailbird 
was Dennis, a crim- 
inal and a crook. 
He was ambditious. 
too For, though 
he shipped as a 
fireman of a tramp 
he had planned to make his way

hie trade of thievery. He wanted to belong 
to a “swell mob’ in London. He wanted to 
work with ‘Harry. the Valet.’ the cleverest

underworld. 

Disillusioned, Dennis White ts going back 
to New South Wales. Today he is some- 
where on the Pacific. On May 26 he left 
St. Louis, deported by the United States 
Immigration Service. “Habitual eriminal’ 
he was listed. But the habit of years is 
broken. Dennis White has seen the world. 
He bas achieved his ambition. He became 
a “swell mobesman’ and he worked with 
“Harry, the Valet.’ He served time, too, 
with that glamorous criminal in Dartmoor 
prisou. But the giamor now is gone. 

“There's no glory in being a crook,” said 
White the dar before he left St. Louis. 
“It's all sordid. Every crook is a coward 
And at best it doesn't pay. I am 48 years 
old. Since I was 17 I have spent 20 years 
in prison 

“I used to think a crook was a hero. I 
dreamed, then. I know now 

“] was doing my first stretch, six months 
ir Castiemain prison, Victoria. We had 
Chambers’ Journal, an English magazine. to 
read and it was printing a series of tales 
about crooks. One of the men it told of 
was Harry, the Valet. He was the greatest 
‘awell mobsman in Europe in those days. 

“A gang over there was called a mod. you

OMENTARILY the 
g00d ship Orca 
paused in mid-At- 
lantic, 3000 miles 
from Buenos Aires, 
2000 miles from 
Cape Town. Faint- 
ly through the fog 
there loomed ahead 
a mountain in the 
sea. Sirens shrieked 
and some 360 voy- 
agers upsiung their field glasses and gath- 
ered at the rail. There was a flurry of 
excitement and while American and British 
flags fluttered, a huge raft laden with a 
quaint cargo was lowered and dispatched 
without a pilot upon a picturesque errand 
of good will. To the “loneliest island in 
the world” it carried a greeting from civi- 
lization. Food and clothing, books and 
magazines, tobacco and sweets, packed into 
a great water-tight box by the travelers, 
went drifting shoreward to tell the white 
inhabitants of Tristan da Cunha they were 
not forgotten in their voluntary exile. 

Not inappropriately do they cal) Tristan 
da Cunha the “‘loneliest island in the world.” 
Far from the beaten pathways of men it lies 
lost in the mists of the South Atlantic, its 
nearest human neighbors 1300 miles away 
on St. Helena. Less than once a year are 
its 140 souls cheered by gift or message 
from the outside. The Orca was the second 
ship in two years to pass the spot, the 
memorable event occurring on last February 
21. Previous to that, the last time visitors 
had discerned its rugged coastline was when 
a wandering Japanese freighter passed by 
in 1924 and, after exchange of greetings, 
steamed on its way. To the American sight- 
seers on the Orca, then, it seemed fitting 
that their South African cruise should be 
supplemented by a visit to a people iess 
often visited than the Eskimos of Etah. How 
the humanitarian plan, hatched at Buenos 
Aires, was carried out was related to me 
recently by Frank E. Sheldon of 6321 Del- 
mar boulevard. He and Mrs. Sheldon were 
among the 12 St. Loulsans to make the 
journey, the Orca steaming a bit off Its 
Cape Town course for the purpose after a 
visit to several coastal cities of South 
America. 


«A LL the way from Buenos Aires,’ 
Sheldon narrated, ‘‘we had talked 
about little else besides our side 
trip to that isolated settlement. It was 
to be the high spot of our voyage, 
although we had little hope of being 
able to land or to meet any of the 
island's inhabitants. Our pian was merely 
to drive as close as the Captain thought we 
could safely approach in the uncharted 
waters and set our offering adrift so the 
inhabitants would find it. Hardly were we 
out of the Argentine capital when our ship 
carpenters set to work constructing the 
raft and the passengers began accumulat- 
ing materials to fill it 

“There were about 350 passengers on the 
Orca, all of them Americans, and the Orca 
Was a British ship, manfed entirely by a 
British crew. This fact gave a rather in- 
ternational flavor to the venture and made 
erpecially agreeable the relations between 
passengers and crew. On this trip there 
Was a camaraderie in evidence that I have 
seldom seen equaled. I think every person 
On the vessel contributed something to that 
Cargo. Daily we would g0 down where the 
Carpenters were at work to see how the 
raft was progressing and while there we 
dropped some article into the big box set 
up to receive offerings. When it was fina!- 
ly filled, it contained the varied as- 
sortment of goods you could imagine. The

Its center peak towers 7640 feet 
above sea level and its slopes up as far 
as the dome are covered with long grass, 
ferns and brushwood.

The cone itself 
consists of black and deep red lava ashes 
with an extinct volcanic crater a quarter of 
a mile in diameter in the center.

According to dispatches 
reaching London by way of South Africa, 
Tristan da Cunha Is facing a serious situ- 
ation as a result of over-population. In 
1920 the population was 119. Two years 
later it had grown to 137 and now it Is 
said to be more than 140. The problem of 
making a small rocky island support so 
many inhabitants is a formidable one at 
best and this year it is made more serious 
by the failure of last season's potato crop. 
Since potatoes constitute the chief bulwark 
of defense against hunger, the food offering 
set adrift by the Orca may have filled a 
wreater need than any of the 350 donors 
even suspected. 

Tristan has now become a too populous 
settlement. A hundred and forty mouths 
are more than the land can feed. Soon, it 
is deciared, some of the tnhabitants must 
leave or face starvation-—-that is, unless 
other kindly ships cruising in the South At- 
lantic pause in their haste for a moment to 
send food offerings to the lonellest island 
in the world as did the Orca and her Amert- 
can travelers.

Since the Supreme Court decision was 
handed down, Mrs. Hill No. 1 has been look- 
ing for her spouse. For the court's decree 
granted her a separate maintenance A180, 
there is the little question of a Mrs. Hill No 
2 which he may have to explain.

Over twenty years went by before I ever 
laid eyes on any of the Witmarks again, 
and whem that time came it was my turn 
to do a little rewriting and revising. We'll 
come to that later on. 

[ have never learned to this day wheth- 
er that first published song of mine was 
cver sung in public, or if a single ¢opy 
ever actually sold, but I do know that my 
name as author and composer appearing on 
a title page gave me a certain standing with 
song writers and publishers. I became one 
of the regular ‘“‘hangers-on”’ around several 
music houses, and was observing and alert 
enough to keep my eyes open and my ears 
cocked. My heart was set on being’a pop- 
ular-song writer. I practiced verse writing 
night and day. 


rT HE words must jingle, the words 


must jingle,’’ I'd keep repeating 
over and over again. 

I could play four chords on the plano 
in F sharp. I’d vamp these four chords and 
hum tunea to myself for hours at a time. 
I never got any further than the four F 
sharp chords, by the way. I've used them 
ever since. 

Inside of six months, during which I 
worked like a Trojan to improve my style 
of melody and learn how to jingle words in 
rhyme, no jess than half a dozen manu-

scripts of mine had been accepted for pub- 
lication. 

I played no favorites with the publishers. 
I'd sell a song wherever I coujd get the 
price. The price was from ten to twenty- 
five dollars, according to the subject and 
merits of the thing. The paying of so much 
a copy as royalties was an exceptional ar- 
rangement In those days. The average song 
writer (comparatively few at the time) was 
usually pressed for ready cash, and couldn't 
afford to gamble. 

One of the songs I turned out that winter 
was a HMttle fanciful ballad called ‘Venus, 
My Shining Love.” I sold It for twenty-five 
dollars. Later on, when the song started 
tc sell, the publisher made me a present of 
two hundred and fifty. 

“You might write a better song than 
that some day,’ he remarked as he handed 
me the check. ‘“‘But to tell you the truth, 
young fellow, I doubt ft.” 

That was 30 years ago, and | know 
now what a good guess the publisher made. 
It’s still the best song I ever wrote. 

At this stage of the game I became a 
rretty busy kid. Besides turning out one 
or two songs a week for publication, I 
scribbled. parodies and patter for comedians,

ics, and even took a shot at a couple of 
afterpleces for burlesque shows. After a 
while, I got to writing sketches for variety 
teams, and orders came in so fast that I 
found it impossible to supply the demand. 
With parodies in every pocket and sketch 
manuscripts under my arm, I was soon the 
envy of ali the pencil! pushers in the variety 
branch of the theatrical game 

Finally, Lew Dockstader, who was the 
leading monologist of the day, engaged me 
to turn out the materia] for his new act, 
and my self-importance began to assert it- 
self. I walked about town with all the airs 
and manners of a very superior person. 


One rainy night, when the New York 
streets were more or less deserted, I trudged 
through the storm, juggling around in my 
mind the plot of a comedy sketch I was 
preparing. I couldn't concentrate unless | 
walked.

Suddenly I looked up and discovered my- 
self standing in front of the darkened audl- 
torium of Keith's Union Square Theater. I 
smiled to myself. 


“T wonder what all] those ‘wise-cracking’ 
stage hands in there think now,” I thought, 
‘when they see these sketches of. mine, and 
hear my name announced as the author and 
composer of al] these songs? I've certainly 
made those guys ashamed of themselves, all 
right.” 


I went back to my comedy plot and 

walked on in the direction of the 
boarding house. As I passed the German 
Savings Bank at the corner of Fourteenth 
street and Fourth avenue, where I had 
$1100 deposited in my own name, my 
thoughts switched back to the Keith stage 
bands, and I murmured to myself, “Union 
Square is mine; now for Broadway.” 


Josie, my sister, terminated her New York 
engagement and we sent an ‘ad’ to the 
Clipper announcing the reunion of the Four 
Cohans. She wanted to keep the family to- 
gether. 

There wasn't any wild scramble on the 
part of the variety managers to book the 
act, however, as they still wanted Josie 
alone. The best we could do was to book 
a week at Zipp's Casino In Brooklyn. 

Zipp’s was nothing more than an old- 
fashioned beer hall that charged admission 
and offered four or five speciality turns to 
entertain the ‘lager’ drinkers. We accept-

The only other booking we received was 
for a single week's engagement in New 
Haven, where 8. Z. Poli had just opened his 
first variety-theater. 


E REALIZED that tNere wae little 
VW or no chance for us in the 

East, but we were bent on stick- 
ing to our guns and the “four act,’ 
s0 we jumped to the Middle West and piayed 
the Moore Circult of Museums. We ac- 
cepted a third of the Salary, for the Four 
doing five shows a day, that Josie had been 
receiving for eight performances a week as 
a single turn. It seemed an un businese- 
like thing to do, but we all felt that it would 
turn out for the best, and, anyway, it kept 
us together. 

{ wae earning pretty big money for a kid 
my age, turning out this stage material, so 
from the financial standpoint we were doing 
fairly well. The thing that made me hap- 
piest of all, however, was the fact that I 
was back on the stage again. A round of 
applause from even a dime museum audi- 
ence meant far more to me than a fat certi- 
fied check from a song publisher or sketch

When the theatrical season came to an 
end we jumped back East to spend the sum- 
mer at North Brookfield, Massachusetts, a 
little town about 60 miles from Boston, 
where my grandmother lived. 

In New York Gus Williams, the well- 
known German-dialect comedian, engaged 
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us for the follow- 
ing season to sup- 
port him in a play 
called “April 
Fool.” Willlams 
used to tour the 
country very suc- 
cessfully season 
after season, being 
what was krown 
as a great “road 
star,’’ and we were 
the happiest the- 
atrical family on 
earth when dad 
signed the contract 
the next morning. 
“You and I are 
going to get along 
all right, young man,”’ Williams said to me 
while we were shaking hands hack stage. 


“IT hope so, Mr. Williams,’ I replied. 


“I think I can make an actor of you.” 
He was sizing me up very carefully. 


“Think you can, eh?’’ I didn’t care so 
much for that crack. 

“Weil, at least I can try,” he went on. 
“You've got a personality, and that gives 
me something to work on. Of course, it's 
a pretty big job for a kid like you. It’s 
one of the best low-comedy parts ever writ- 
ten, and this fellow Midgely, who played it 
last season, made a sensational hit. The 
trouble will be that you'll have to repeat a 
lot of towns where he’s been seen. He's 
a hard man to follow.” 

‘T'll follow him all right,’’ I assured him. 


“That's the stuff,’’ he approved; ‘‘that's 
the spirit that will win every time. I'll 
give you the full benefit of my experience 
and direction, and if you keep up your nerve 
you'll have better than an even chance to 
make it.’’ 

“Oh, don't worry about me. I'll make it 
all right.’’ And then I muttered to myself, 
“This guy hates himself.” 

“T’'ll tell you one thing, kid,’ he said. 
“If you've half as much talent as you have 
confidence, you'll be a great actor some 
day.” 

On the way to the ‘“‘April Fool’ rehearsal 
I had a quiet laugh all to myself. I raved 
on, “I'll make this bird Williams understand 
that I’m no ‘ham.’ He’ll forget anyone else 
ever played the part when I get a crack 
at it.’ 
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we toured throughout the country with 
“April Fool,” and wherever we played. 
the set speech seemed to be, “What be 
came of the fellow that played your 
part lest season?’’ I listened to the 
singing of his praises from Belfast, Maine, 
to Kansas City. 
Even then, as a 17-year-old trouper, 
I solemniy swore to myself that never 
again, if I could possfbly side-step the issue, 
would I follow any man in a part he had 
created. 
I lived up to thie promise for 26 years. 
I'd like to whisper a word to the reader 
right here. 
“If at times I appear to be ‘boosting’ 
myself a little too much, 1 wish you would 
call my attention to the fact, because I

When Gus Wililams handed us our two 
weeks’ notice in Chillicothe, Ohlo (which 
was the outcome of a scrap 1 had with the 
stage manager), he spled me standing in 
front of the local opera house and came 
over to me and sald, “I want to thank you, 
young fellow, for a very pleasant season.” 

“What kind of a speech is that?" I pre- 
tended not to “get” him. but I understood 
all right. 

“Listen to me, Georgie,” he went on. “If 
ever you're lucky enough to have your own 
show, take my tip and never have any- 
body but full-grown men in the cast.” 


ON] OW, look here, Mr. Wililama, 
you've got me all wrong.” He 
tried to get away, but I fol- 
lowed him down the street. "I don't 
mean to be fresh,’' I argued. “I'll ad- 
mit that I'm a little overbearing once in 
a while, but you've got to consider that 
I've had a great deal on my mind besides 
this part I've been playing. I've been ait- 
ting up night after night writing sketches 
and songs all season long. You people 
don't understand me at all. I'm a busy 
little guy, I am; my mind is working every 
minute. I try hard enough not to fly off 
the handle. I want to be pleasant and 
congenial like the average person, but my 
nerves are shot to pieces all tae time. Let- 
ters and telegrams every hour In the day for 
a song here or a sketch there, and checks 
and money orders to take care of, all the 
correspondence to clean up and a thousand 
other things to dd. You know this salary 
you've been paying us means nothing in 
my life at all. Why, I. earn more money in 
a day than you pay us in a week. You 
see, you Ought to take all these things into 
consideration, and so showild all the other 
people in the company, too. You know 
darned well I haven't got a gwelled head. 
You know I'm too simart to get like that, 
but I've been under a great strain since. 
I've been with this show.” 

“Bo have I; so has everybody else in the 
company,’ he went on. “There's one thing 
Vil say for you, Georgie; you'e convinced 
me that capitaél punishment is an ahsolute 
necessity." 

By this time we'd reached the hotel, and 
he walked into the office and to the desk 
and asked for his key. Then he started 
for the elevator. [I followed him. 

“Will you listen to me for just a min- 
ute, please?’ 1 said. 

“I've been listening to you all season.” 
he answered as he shook the key in my 
face, “and if you get tato this elevator 
with me so help me God, I'll grab the 
lever and run it right through the roof.” 

That was the last time he spoke to me 
until 16 years later when we met in the 
lobby of the Knickerbocker Hotel in New 
York, where we played the scene all over 
again, much to the amusement of several 
friends of his, to whom he had introduced 
me.

Grease, grime and 
gasoline, eating away at the delicate 
inks and fibers of the popular green- 
backs, are held largely responsible by 
the Treasury for the fact that every 
day a million and a half dollar biiis, 
about four tons in weight, must be 
fed into the macerator that grinds (tn 
a pulp over half a billion dollars a

year. Before the war a dollar bill 
lasted on an average of eleven 
months, Now the average life is seven 


months and in some instances the life 
is only one month. 

This is why Secretary Mellonis trying 
so hard to popularize silver dollars, 
the old-fashioned ‘‘smackers”’ that 
men used to clink in their pockets 
years ago. It is also the reason why 
the Bureau of Standards experts are 
working night and day to find more 
durable papers and inks. As each 
dollar bill costs the Government 1.7 
cents, the 500,000,000 destroyed bills 
represent $5,350,000. Secretary Mel- 
lon declared that if the Treasury De- 
partment can put 40,000,000 more 
silver dollars into circulation the Gov- 
ernment will save $828,000 annually, 
as the life of a silver dollar is virtual- 
ly indefinite. But in spite of the Treas- 
ury Department's efforts, the paper 
dollar is demanded and the silver dol- 
lar is refused—except in the last 
resort. In 1910 there were 72,000,000 
silver dollars in circulation; in 1924 
the number decreased to 54,000.000. 
The demand for paper dollars has in- 
creased.
